NE of the curiosities of Ireland, with 

a strong humorous appeal, is that, 
while North and South are wrangling 
over the control of cértain waters which 
wash our shores—-both Governments claim- 
ing jurisdiction—-the Irish Lights Board, 
operating- from Dublin, goes quictly about 
its business, fixing’ and altering lights 
and buoys, 
coasts safe for mariners without asking 


the permission of any authority outside 


its own department. Even Belfast Lough 
comes under its purview, its notices deal- 


ing with maritime affairs: being issued 


from headquarters in the Southern 
capital. This is one of the puzzles which 
our politicians do not. explain, as it is 
painful to think that a Dublin office 
should issue an order affecting the North. 


Another curiosity, also with its amusing 


sidy, is that. the Ulster King-at-Arms has 
his official home in the ancient metropolis 
of Ireland, but it is problematical if the 
North could claim him, as ‘‘ Ulster ’’. has 
disappeared from the map, a portion of 
the province having been torn away and 


handed over. to the Free State, the 
remaining “Six-Coumty ‘area now being 


labelled as “ Northern Treland.’”’

While our politicians are busily engaged 
in proclaiming that. all is well, which is 
a natural conclusion when most of them 
are enjoying a pleasant holiday, along 
comes Dr. S. J. Graham, Medical Super- 
intendent of the Belfast Mental Hospital, 
and destroys the illusion. In his annual

NEED FOR RELIEF WORKS. 


The conscience of the people has been 
stirred by these unhappy revelations, and 
they are wondering if something more 
cannot be done to improve the industrial 
situation. No doubt, the Government has 
done much to attract work to the province 
by means of the Loans Guarantee Act and 
similar measures, while the Prime 
Minister has frequently acted in otlier 
countries as ‘‘commercial traveller’’ for 
the Six Counties; but there are schemes 
of national utilitv which might be put 
into operation. The necessity for road- 
making and improvement is admitted 
since the remarkable development of 
motor traffic all over the country, and 
there are harbours to be repaired and ex- 
tended, together with projects suggested 
hy the findings of the Commission. which 
inquired into the resources of the pro- 
vince several years ago. 

The drainage of the River Bann, about 
which there has been so much talk, seems 


still afar off, and it is reported that

NEW FOLITICAL CAMPAIGN. 


A new political campaign has been or- 
ganised by the Unionist headquarters in 
the Six Counties, the object being to 
combat the ‘‘ Socialist menace,’’ and in- 
struct the great army of young women 
voters in the way they ought to go. The 
victory of Labour in Great Britain and 
the favourable impression created by Mr. 
Snowden’s stout championship of British 
rights and interests at The. Hague have: 
caused a gool deal of anxiety in the 
official Unionist camp, with the result 
that it has been considered advisable to 
educate the people regarding what -the 
pests stands for and to what it is opposed. 
n referring to this subject the other day 
Captain Herbert Dixon, the Chief Unionist 
Whip in the Belfast Parliament, com- 
mented on the Press propaganda in 
England in favour of the Labour Govern- 
ment, saying that Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
got better notices than many. an operatic 
star, while Mr. Snowden was really only: 
carrying out the exact policy of Lord 
Cushendun ; yet, although the former was 
praised, the latter Was accused of being 
‘like a bull in a china shop.’ 


IRISH TOURIST TRAFFIC. 


The Ulster ‘Tourist Development Asso- 
ciation is already making arrangements 
for next year’s programme, and it has 
been decided to invite a large party of 
journalists to tour the province during the 
first week in May, with.the object of 
giving it a good “write up.” The prin- 
cipal beauty spots will be visited, and the 
guests will have un opportunity of ex- 
periencing true Irish hospitality amidst 
picturesque surroundings. Of course, 
there will also be the usual methods of 
obtaining publicity in the form of. guide 
books, photographic brochures and 
pictorial posters in the home countries, 
while the propaganda in America is also 
to be vigorously carried on. Gratifying 
results of this year’s tourist traffic have 
been reported, the season being one of the 
best for many years. 

The Ulster Association has made re- 
markable progress since its formation a 
few years ago, and it is pleasing to know 
that it receives substantial financial 
support from the Government and from 
most of the local authorities throughout 
the Six Counties. In this question of 
tourist traffic North and South are closely 
related, as visitors to our shores like to 
see Killarney as well as the Glens of 
Antrim or the Mourne Mountains; and, 
if the Ulster Association and the Trish 
Tourist Development Association could co- 
operate in théir publicity literature by 
drawing attention to the scenic attrac- 
tious of both States, it would double the 
value of the movement. After all, the 
average American globe-trotter does not 
understand the little differences which 
separate us. 


REVIVAL IN LINEN. 


The latest returns in connection with 
unemployment in Belfast are of more than 
usual interest, as they show that the 
number of unemployed women has de- 
creased considerably owing to <n improve- 
ment in the linen trade. No doubt, this 
is due to the new system of merchandising 
and the marketing of standard goods, at 
fixed prices, in an attractive manner under 
the seal of the Irish Linen Guild. It is 
stated that at least one of our largest 
firms is working overtime to cope with the 
orders received, and, in fact, there are 
signs of an all-round improvement in the 
industry. Self-reliance, enterprise and 
scientific methods are slowly; but surely, 
winning the success they deserve. 

The efforts of the Guild are being re- 
inforced by the Irish and Scottish Linen 
Damask Guild. in connection with which 
an influential delegation will sail from 
Belfast for the United States and Canada 
on an industrial mission; and it is even 
hoped that President Hoover may be pre- 
wailed upon to take a more sympathetic 
view of tariff regulations on linen imports 
arriving at American ports. That, how- 
ever, is a difficult problem, and where the 
imperial authorities cannot succeed the 
chances of a commercial depu’rtion from 
Northern Treland and Scotland would 
appear to be small. Messaves from the 
Te~d Mavor of Belfast and the Provost of 
Nurfermline are to be conveyed to Mayor 
Walter of New York, and, even if the 
tariff remains unchanged. there should be 
a sentimental value in these exchange of 
courtesies which might work  \ onders in 
increased demands for Irish linens,

~ BALLYBUNION., 

That the 1929: toliriSt season was a record 
one for Ballybunion was the statemént made 
by a gentieman residing m that ae and 
prominently associated’ with the local Im- 
provements Committee. At’ thé hotels and 
bodrding houses business was for the most 
att very brisk, and during week-ends< tie 
arge cruwds which stayed at those places 
were considerably augmented by very large 
numbers of day trippers, who came by. ‘bus 
and motor car. As regards the latter, Bally- 
bution has, perhaps, never previously seen so 
many hackney and private cáis, véry many 
‘of ‘which were of the family ‘variety from 
Great Britain. Questioned as régards. the 
tendency of past years to go to seaside resorts 
abroad, our mformant said that from éxpeéri- 
ence he believed the Irish people were bogin- 
ning to appreciate more their own resorts. 

During the past few vears Ballybunion, 
which possesses very considerable natura! 
beauty, has ‘heen made much More attractive 
to tourists of all classes. ‘Together with the 
erection of a very up-to-date dance hail, the 
village now possesses an eighteen-hole golf 
course, which is consideréd to be one. of the 
finest - half-dozen in Ireland. The hall 
replaces a ‘most unpretentious structure, while 
the local committee, with a view to catering 
fully for the younger people s needs, secured 
the services of a well-known Dublin dance 
bard for the season. ' 

For health-giying qualities Ballybunion is 
very fortunately situated, being at a puint 
where the Shannon runs into the Atlantic. 
The famous river is eléven milés wide at this 
point, and has a magnificently spacious strand. 
The village is only nine miles from Listowel, 
the nearest railWay, point, and is connected 
with the latter place -by means of J.0.C. 
"buses running in conjunction with the trains. 

During the past couple-of years the County 
Council expended £20,000 on the Listowel- 
Ballybunion road, with the result that the 
surface is in splendid condition for all cars, 
both light and heavy. ' 


BALLYCASTLE. 

There has been a substantial increase in the 
number of visitors this season to Ballycastle, 
more marked, perhaps, during the, past month, 
there being a slight falling off in July. 

Hotels and, boardinghouses report a good 
season. Local merchants are also well -satis- 
fied. English and Scottish visitors, especi- 
ally the latter, were more numerous than in 
previous years. .Char-a-banc through traffic, 
mainly cross-Channel tourist, has been enor 
wious, but not of much material benefit to the 
resort, as the stops were of short duration. 

Excursions by rail were few cotiipared with 
pre-war years, and more ¢6fcouragement. for 
this elass of visitor is required. The tennis 
‘lubs’ annual tournaments in July and August 
do much to attract visitors. 

The resort, however, requires a brightening 
pp, there being little or no amusements, <A 
pierrot party would certainly be helpful. 

Next season it is hoped to have first-class 
bathing accommodation, hitherto lacking, a 
scheme at a probable cost of £3,000 having 
been approved by the Urban Council. The 
resort is rapidly extending, building opéra- 
tions proceeding on a large scale during the 
last three years, and new roads are being 
opened up. 


BANGOR. 


Bangor, County Down, has had an ex- 
tremely successful season, although the wet 
weather of August had a serious effect on 
the receipts of transport compames: and 
caterers alike. June, July. and Septémber 
were bumper months, and showed that the 
progressive policy pursued by the new, Town 
Council has been very successful. 

Many new aitractions wére introducéd duf. 
ing the season, including weekly . switinting 
galas open to visivors, which proved highly 
popular among all classes: The. hard 'coufts 
tenis championships of North Down, witich 
were fought out. in Bangor, drew considérablé 
crowds, and the rew municipal golf. links at 
ada proved a source - of “pleasure. and 
rofit. 

r In addition, speed boats were ittroduced 
into the bay íor the-firet time, and aeróblane 
flights from. Groonisport provided thrills fer 
visitors. The seme taankeel which “was at: 
tended by all the big yachts, and a visit from 
H.M.S. Rodney and oiher. warships . during 
the season, all added to the success, 

It is computed that on July 13th over 
70,000 visitors entered the town by fail, road, 
and sea. They were controlled by seventeén 
policemen without difficulty. 

Figures are not available as to the numbéfs 
staying for periods in the town, + but: it “is 
generally agreed that they were satisfactory, 
from the point of view of the local caterers. 
The number of Scotch visitors, in: July .was 
larger than in any regent year, and theré was 
a good representation of English “holiday- 
makers throughout the season. It-is rye that 
many lecal people went further afieid . for 
their holiday this year, but their absence was 
miore than compensated for by the extra influx 
from ‘across the Channel. 


CLOGHERHEAD., 

Here holiday-making 1s practically confined 
to people from the surrounding Drogheda dis- 
trict, who go there for a month or two each 
summer. ‘Lhe establishment of a children’s 
Irish college within the past few yéars 
attracts chitdren there from ‘various parts of 
Ireland, and in many cases their parents also 
go amd stay in the neighbourhood. It can 
hardly be said to have a holiday season, 
aithough both its adjoining village of Termon- 
feckin, and itself have excellent holidaying 
facilities in the’ shape of sea. and sun bathing 
and boating. Want of organisation amongst 
the villagers to develop .this phase of their 
neighbourhood is here, again, the cause of 
much of the backwardness that characterises 
the place, 
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CUSHENDALL. 

Cushendall, the pretty little resort situated 
in the Antrim Glens, has had a very súccess- 
ful season, the principal feature of which was 
the large increase.in t number of cross. 
Channel tourists. Despite the lack of urban 
powers, many improvements of benefit to visi- 
tors have been effected through the fortnation 
af a local Development Association. Public 
shelters have been erected, and the resort pos- 
sesses good bathing facilities. This resort has 
a fine dance hall and tennis courts; but lacks 
a golf course. 


CUSHENDUN. 


‘Cushendun, four miles from Cushendall, is 
rapidly coming to the forefront as a seasidé 
résort. and this season has been a “ record ”’ 
one. Many tourists from England and Secot- 
land patronised this quiet, but charming, re. 
sort. - Hotel accommodation has. been: con: 
siderably improved, and the recent installa. 
tion of a water supply. has greatly helped it: 
progress. i 


ENNISKERRY. 


Long-term visitors usually’ resort to. the 


Enniskerry and its vicinity. The numbér of 
visitors has been múch the same as for thé 
past three or four years. Scottish people 
ate fond of going to Enniskerry, and the 
statement has been made that more Americans 
have been. seen there this” season. Golfirg 
at Brat and light rod fishing provide special 
ways of passing the time; while the surround. 
ing scenic beauties are an abiding source of 
pleasure to all kinds of visitors. - There are 
many hotels whose sifes in themselves are 
an attraction to those who seek enjoyment in 
the quietude and peace of ‘country. life. 
Omnibtises have madé E.nhiskerry múch easiér 
of access by reason of their regulated running 
to and from Dublin: :

place, attained a greater degree of popularity, 
and iú view of this there have been sugges- 
tions as to how it could be developed as a 
Sort of pleasure island. The Urban Council, 
in their éfforts to increase thé amenities of 
thé town, have been responsible for many 
good improvements, notably the provision. of 
a splendid new. park, with daily musical pro 
grammes, and the widening and extension of 
the promenade. 
- The Council's decision to promote a private 
bill in the Northern Parliament which has as 
its nim increasing their powers as a Council is 
evidéeutly a preliminary step to the introduc- 
tion of further impfovements. 


” NEWCASTLE, €0. DOWN. 

' This pretty _Novthérn .watering place con- 
tines, to hold-a firm grip on ‘holday-makers, 
each. year witnessing even a larger influx ol 
visitor's. than any of its predecessors. The 
tawn, too, is steadily expanding its valuation, 
having increased by almost £4,000 to £12,514 
since being constituted an urban district 
twenty-four years ago. This steady growth 
is noteworthy, having regard to the fact, thas 
it is purely a residential area. Of course,, it 
niust be admitted that the stately range cf 
the Mourne Mountains, with Slieve Donard 
towering overhead; the famed links of the 
Royal County Down Golf Club, the tong 
stretch of beach, with winding rivers empty 
ing into the sea, and a progréssive Urban 
Council, of which Mr. Edmund Beatty, J.P.. 
is Chairman, are factors that focus attentior 
on thig beauty spot and stir the admiration 
of holiday-makers. 

Unfortunately, the holiday season is short. 
being principally confined to July and August. 
Although weather conditions are invariably 
favourable during June.and.September, there 
1s the fascination to go with the crowd; hence 
the former aré bumper months at this cele- 
brated watering place of the northern pro- 
vince. 

During the month of June thousands of ex- 
cursionists spent happy days along the wide 
expanse of beach and ‘neath the shadows of 
the giant peaks of the overhanging moun- 
tains—railways and ‘buses reaping a rich har- 
vest: Unfortunately, as yet, there is no safe 
harbourage to permit of pleasure steamers 
‘plying to and. fro, and our Northérn Govern 
ment have not embarked on harnessing the 
waters of Strangford Lough, whereby elec- 
tricity would be available at an é¢conomical 
cóst to permit of running a railway to the 

éak of Donard, so that the tourist might 
yecome enthralled by the rugged grandeur, 
which is incomparable in any country in the 
world. — 

During the season the hotels and boarding- 
houses, even up to the present—the weather 
has been exceptionally fine since the begin- 
ning of the month—have been full of visitors, 
many English and Scotch and a number of 
Americans being still with us. 

During the ' Twelfth " holiday period New- 
castle was literally packed. The rich Irish 
brogue of our Southern friends commingling 
with that of thousands of Scotia’s sons and 
daughters did not seem to blend harmoniously 
with our sharp Northern accent, but the 
hilarity and enjoyment was supreme. 

Newcestle Urban Council have always re: 
cogniséd that it is necessary to keep pace 
with the times, and that good impressions 
formed cast their shadows before. The Board 
concéntrate on providing attractions and 
facilities for their patrons, while the pro- 
prietors and staffs of the many excellent hotels 
and boarding-houses are indefatigable in their 
efforts to. maintain a hich standard of pro- 
ficiency in catering for the needs and com- 
fort of their patrons. 


| PORTRUSH. 

This popular Northern resort has had a 
fair season. The number of visitors has been 
well up to the post-war average, although few 
are'prepared to admit that the figures of pre- 
war days have been approached. In those 
timés there was a regular daylight steamer 
service between Ardrossan ahd ' Porttush, 
which in the season brought thousands - of 
Scottish visitors into ‘the district.. 

The’ Portrush ‘Council, backed up by the 
neighbouring authorities, and also. with the 
support. of the Coleraine Chamber of” Com- 
merce and the Ulster Tourist Development 
Association, has made frequent efforts to 
obtain a restoration of this service, but with- 
out suecess. There appears absolutely no 
hope of its resumption in the immediate 
future. , 

Hotels. and boarding-houses have had a 
or remunerative. season, ,the “bookings 

uring July and August being aí ó á 
good. However, Portrush and Portstewart 
find, in common with many other resorts,, the 
pinch df an “unduly short season, and it 1s 
difficujt to induce holiday-makers to choose 
the months of. June and September, which 
often are very much better from’ the’ all- 
important consideration of the weather than 
July and’ August. 

Undoubtedly, there is a growing tendency 
on. the part of Irish people to seek their 
holiday relaxation in the much Loosted cross- 
Channel resorts, and the business at the local 
seaside centres has suffered accordingly. 
Against this can be set an encouraging féa- 
ture. With improving times ‘‘.acfoss the 
water,” Portrush and Portstewart have had 
this season a much greater influx of Scottish 
visitors than for many years. July was 
remarkable in this connection, and, in fact, 
was quite like old times. English visitors 
were much in evidence, and Northern Ireland 
would appear to he becoming a popular holi- 
day ground for the people of Lancashire in 
particular. 

Throughout the season one frequently came 
into cofitact with parties of American tourists, 
many of whom were revisiting their native 
heath after long absences or making acquaint- 
ance with the land of their fathers. 

Portrush has never been more active im its 
éfiorts to attract patronage. The town joins 
in ‘the comprehensive work of the Ulstér 
Tourist Association and follows it up with an 
endeavour to make visitors feel that they 
have thoroughly enjoyed theméelves. The 
bathing facilities here are unsurpassed, and 
the splendid recreation grounds. have beén 
kept in first-class. condition. Captain W. R. 
Shutt, M.C., was again appointed sports 
manager. He is a great favourite with visi- 
tors; and, big and genial, be is an ideal 
pérson for the post he occupies. Captain 
Shutt during the season offanised many 
tennis and bowling tournaments, the lattér 
being often of an international character. 

A local sporta committee was formed. this 
season. They organised championship athletic 
Meélings, fancy dress carnivals, bard pro- 
grammes, aquatic galas, in which was incor. 
porated in July the water polo international, 
Iteland v. Wales. The committee also revived 
the local regatta, and has just concluded thé 
last of three monster fireworks displays, whi.h 
have attracted thousands of spectators. “Thé 
efforts of the sports committee have. indeed, 
béen among the great features of the Portrush 
season. 


 PORTSTEWART. 


There has beén nothing outstanding in an 
average Portstewart season. The resort con- 
tinues to be very popular with those w 
favour the quiet holiday in pleasant eurrvund- 
ings, away from the rush of trippérs. Miss 
Mercedés Gleitze’s swims and her cong ees 
of, the béatitiful bay between here an 
Donegal occasioned great interest. The 
ideally situatéd golf Jinks have in themselves 
attracted many visitors, and the receipts are 
expected to again réach record figures. Thé 
erection of the magnificent new clubhouse was 
at, indication of the club’s enterprise, pro- 
gress and popularity. | 
There is a féeéling among the, younzer class 
of ‘visitors: that more recreative facilities 
should be provided, and that in this respect 
the Urban Council suonld adopt a progressive 
policy. The Council had, it may. be said, ,in- 
tended to. provide public reereation grounds, 
with bowling greens and tennis courts, but 
fot some reason or other the project did not 
mature. ' hait
